SUBJECT: Mr. McCom'i Meeting With Representative Cierence 
Caanoa - 16 January 1962 


1. At ««r initiative* Mr. McCone, accompanied by Mr. Warner, 
met with Representative Clarence Cannon for approximately 40 min ate a. 
Mr. Cannon asked about the Agency building, whether we were moved in 
and whether it would house all our people. Mr. McCone Indicated that 
it would house most of them although there would bo sevoral units 

l%ii outside. Mr. Cannon asked if tbs Agency were going abend with 
plans for constructing quarters for the Director at the i*aagley site. 

Mr. McCone stated that he owned his own boms in Washington and 
was living there. Mr* C a nno n added that when the question cams up 
before, while the Agency had sufficient funds left over from the building, 
they thought that wo did not have adequate authorisation. 

2. Mr. Ceaaon reviewed the good security of the five-man 
Subcommittee. He expressed his belief in the importance of the work 
of the Agency and his high admiration for Mr, Dulles, fie commented 
that one of the few times ho went on the floor was to put the U-2 
incident In the proper perspective. Ho stated he thought this project 
was n wonderful achievement which had probably saved the U. S. 
Government billions of dollars. 

S* Mr. Cannon asked about the else of the Agoucy and our 
budget. Mr. McCone indicated that the Agency was not increasing 
but was tapering off but that wo would bo in for a larger budget tale 
year largely because of the requirements of a special project. {He 
indicated the nature of the special project which was OXCART. }
